On May 2, Director Tho/ne of the 


Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Sta-

ASSESSORS TO CHECK 
UP RETURNS MADE BY 


LICKING RESIDENTS 


County Auditor J. W. Hursey 


stated today that the assessors are 
taking up the work 
which he ex- 


plained to them yesterday, regarding 
their duties under the new tax law. 
He stated that under its provisions 
there was no discrimination and that 
money hertofore invisible and which 
had escaped taxation, must now be 
listed at its true value. 


Auditor Hursey stated also that 


the man who listed his property at 
less than its value is not cheating the 
county, but is making his neighbor 
pay his taxes. It is the duty of the 
assessors to revalue that "property 
which has been undervalued. 
Any 


assessor refusing to perform his du- 
tes or conniving at evasion, is liable 
for a fine of not less than $100 or 
more than § 1,0 00. All property not 
listed must be listed by the assessor. 


The taxing officials will /compare 


this year's lists with last and in that 
manner nothing will be overlooked. 
In some of the blanks which have 
been returned there is a wide differ- 
ence in listing grain. That is wrong 
and the taxing officials will have to 
adjust it. No assessor has the right 
to grant the $100 exemption unless 
he is satisfied that the taxpayer was 
physically incapacitated to make his 
returns. 


The deputy auditor

clerks 


have been kept busy assisting the 
assessors and while no totals have 
been made they state that they will 
be enabled to compare returns and 
show whether gains have been made 
in 
the 
different 
taxing 
districts
